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THE GERTRUDIS ALTAR AND TWO CROSSES 


HE golden Gertrudis Altar and the two golden Gertrudis 

Crosses from the Guelph Treasure constitute the most im- 
portant acquisition of The Cleveland Museum of Art. These 
three pieces are among the most outstanding additions ever 
made by any museum to its collection. That this group, which 
forms one of the crowning ensembles of the whole Middle Age, 
should have ever been available for purchase is one of the won- 
ders only explained by post-war conditions. That it should 
remain in this city is only fitting, after the amazing outpouring 
of public interest which has marked the three weeks’ period 
when the entire Guelph Treasure was exhibited here. The first 
Gertrudis Cross is a purchase from the J. H. Wade Fund with 
the addition of a most generous gift from Mrs. E. B. Greene, 
Mr. Wade’s daughter. The second Gertrudis Cross and the 
Gertrudis Portable Altar were acquired through the aid of the 
John Huntington Art and Polytechnic Trust for the John Hunt- 
ington Collection. 

The golden altar and the two golden crosses form a unity. All 
were made at the order of the Countess Gertrude the First, 
Brunon,' by an unknown craftsman who labored for her in 
Brunswick about the year 1040. The crosses bear inscriptions” 
which connect them with the historic figure who founded the 
old Cathedral of St. Blasius in Brunswick in the year 1030 and 
brought it to completion seven years later. In 1038 her husband, 
Liudolf I, Count of Brunswick, died, and the second cross was 
presented by Gertrude in his memory. For the date of their

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fabrication, stylistic evidence as well as the theory of probability 
seem definitely to point to a time shortly after his death. The 
inscription which surrounds the plaque of porphyry on the top 
of the altar reads: “GERTRUDIS XPO. FELIX UT VIVAT IN IPSO 
OBTULIT HUNC LAPIDEM GEMMIS AUROQ NITENTEM (In order to 
live happily in Him Gertrude presented to Christ this stone, 
glistening with gold and precious stones). In spite of the fact 
that it does not specify the particular Gertrude, the certainty of 
style, the exact similarity of the filigree throughout the three 
pieces, and other factors preclude the possibility that they could 
have been presented by any other than Gertrude the First, or 
that any but the same artist could have fashioned them. 

The eleventh century was the “Golden Age” of German art; 
the age when great princes gloried in the creation of cathedral 
and abbey; the age when they vied with one another in present- 
ing objects made of the most precious materials for the founda- 
tions they had brought into being. Gold, particularly, was used 
incontradistinction to the gilded copper more common in the suc- 
ceeding century. German art was never to havea higher moment. 
Before Italy, before France, Germany had coalesced all elements 
to form the first national medieval art in the western world. 

The new acquisitions’ of The Cleveland Museum of Art were 
made at that moment. The altar is the only golden portable 
altar of German workmanship that is known today. As archi- 
tecture, it is complete; as a technical achievement, it is unsur- 
passed. The sculpture upon it ranks with the monumental works 
of the great cathedrals at the height of their power. It constitutes 
the most complete plastic cycle, in this scale, of its time. 

Around the sides are arcades. Beneath them, the figures 
appear embossed in the gold. On the front, columns and arches 
are fashioned of cloisonné enamel in which the colors, blue and 
white, are predominant; in the center, the figure of Christ is 
flanked by six apostles. The arcades on the reverse side are of 
gold, and there the Virgin stands among the figures of the re- 
maining apostles. At one end, a tiny cross worked in cloisonné 
is adored by the Emperor, St. Constantine, and his mother, St. 
Helena, Empress of Byzantium. The other two saints repre- 
sented there are associated with the Brunswick house—the 
sainted Emperor Sigismund and St. Adelheid. The opposing end

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has four angels’ figures, which flank a representation of the 
Archangel Michael. The altar is further decorated with bands 
of filigree and set with stones, many of which have disappeared 
today. 

In style the figures of the Cleveland portable altar connect 
directly with an earlier altar frontal of gold, which most authori- 
ties believe was presented to the Cathedral of Bale by the 
Emperor Henry II (1014-1024). This is preserved today in the 
Musée Cluny. Many characteristics appear in both pieces—the 
fluttering triangular ends of drapery which fly out at the sides 
of the body, the tiny islands on which the figures stand, the 
lower line of the drapery and the general style of the folds 
throughout, the type of architecture in the arcade, the capitals 
and columns, and the way the bases meet the slanting molding, 
which is an important element in the lower part of the altar. 

The Bale altar is the result of the Reichenau-Trier School, 
which flourished about the animating figure of Egbert, Bishop 
of Trier, that important city on the Moselle, very often called 
by its French name, Treves. This School was exceedingly active 
in the end of the tenth century and came to fullest development 
under the influence of Henry II. 

The Gertrudis Altar and Crosses were unquestionably in- 
fluenced by this current of thought, profoundly influenced; but 
the artist shows further individualities, which make it probable 
that he was in touch with other centers as well. A certain com- 
munity of style was in the air throughout the producing centers 
of Germany. The highly gifted goldsmith of the Cleveland 
pieces must have been brought by Gertrude the First to Bruns- 
wick; and he there produced works of evident originality of 
feeling within the general age style. 

The two crosses are absolutely pre-Romanesque in form. They 
antedate the period when the extremities were rounded off or 
fashioned into separate elements. Further than that, the circular 
motifs in the center point likewise to the early eleventh century. 
The backs of the two crosses are decorated with thin plaques of 
gold, upon which are represented figures in very subtle relief. 
It is a manner of working which goes back also to models used 
at Trier. It is interesting also to note that the Soltykoff Cross 
in the Victoria and Albert Museum is the only known cross 
which has this same type of work in low relief upon the reverse. 
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Its exact provenance, however, is unknown. Aside from that, 
the type of the four gold cloisonné enamel plaques used on the 
front of each of the Cleveland crosses is derived directly from 
Byzantine sources, and no German center other than Trier had 
developed that particular type of enamel technique. 

There are early eleventh century works produced at Regens- 
burg and Essen which are contemporary with the Cleveland 
crosses, but only the enamels at Essen have certain analogies 
with them. So that it seems as if the Gertrudis pieces come from 
an individual atelier, an offshoot from the sphere of influence 
about the Egbert School and related to that School in the same 
manner as are the crosses made by the later contemporaneous 
artist at Essen. 

All these considerations are of interest, but all pale before the 
supreme aesthetic beauty of these objects. They, in some in- 
definable way, incorporate within their golden surfaces the 
glamour of the great century which produced them. At no 
moment did the craftsmanship of that age reach a higher point.

A HAN DYNASTY BRONZE 


The dearth of satisfactory information relating to early Chinese 
bronzes has already been remarked in a previous issue of the 
Bulletin.’ Since a local magistrate is apt to deal harshly with 
anyone spiriting an object of possible value out of his territory, 
the one who makes a discovery finds it safer to claim ignorance 
concerning how, or where, it was procured. Thus, it is seldom 
that one can learn more than the province in which it was 
found. Furthermore, since scientific excavation is all too effec- 
tively prevented by internecine warfare, mistrust, and provincial 
legislation (or lack of it), the student must draw his conclusions 
from a host of inferences substantiated by native literature. 
Since present-day knowledge has been derived chiefly from the 
latter source, it is unfortunate that contemporary texts are not 
only vague, but often misleading, and subsequent writings are 
either inadequate attempts to explain their predecessors, or ex- 
pressions of the beliefs current at the time. As long as scholars 
are forced painstakingly to eke out piecemeal facts from books 
not wholly understood, the march forward is retarded so that it 
1 July, 1930. 
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is almost at a standstill. But once protection is afforded to 
archaeological expeditions so that they may dig in localities of 
known date, the solution of the problem should be near at hand. 

The bronze illustrated inside the front cover’ is a sacrificial 
wine vessel of the type called chiieh. It has been suggested, 
though not proved, that this word was chosen because of the 
resemblance of its ideograph to a bird with a similar name; but 
the point is likely to remain moot until further light is thrown 
on the use of birds in sacrificial ceremonies. 

The body of the vessel is shaped like a deep cup, with a 
handle and a belt of decoration. Protruding from the lip is a 
long, trough-like snout, at each side of which a capped upright 
arises from the edge of the vase. The lip rolls slightly outward 
and rises to a point opposite the snout, apparently both to com- 
plete the design and to prevent the wine from slopping. The 
whole is supported by three legs, triangular in section. The two 
uprights may have been used in connection with the suspension 
of the vessel over fire during the ceremony. 

The ornamentation of the band of relief is derived from the 
usual #’a0 # eh, or ogre masks, and scroll patterns, but the whole 
has been divided into irregular compartments corresponding 
roughly to rectangles and parallelograms. Between the strips of 
high relief are finely cut “cloud and thunder” motifs. The upper 
end of the handle is an animal’s head, and the caps surmounting 
the uprights have been incised with rings and scrolls. Behind 
the handle is a single character in ancient script. 

In the composition of the material there is a large predomi- 
nance of copper, spots of which are obvious through the patina. 
The surface texture ranges from that of ordinary bronze to that 
of smooth jade, the piece having become invested with the 
greenish-gray patina that is due to burial in wet earth. 

Vessels of this type were cast by the cire perdue, or lost wax, 
process. First a mould was made in as many segments as cir- 
cumstance demanded. The inside of the mould was incised or 
carved with the decoration—in reverse—that was to appear on 
the bronze. Several coats of wax were then painted over the 
mould, and the different parts fitted together and bound. After 
the edges of the wax had been joined by heating, the mould 
was removed, leaving a wax model of the desired object. A core

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was then put into the model, and liquid clay or plaster poured 
over the outside and allowed to harden. In order to maintain 
the proper distance between core and casing after the removal 
of the wax, spindles were poked through before solidification. 
Heat was then applied to melt the wax, which drained out 
through various holes, and molten bronze was poured in. When 
it had hardened, the casing and core were broken away, and the 
spindles filed down to surface level. In the Museum’s cup, one 
of these pins, apparently of iron, can be plainly seen under the 
base. 

Although most of the cups of this type have been dated in 
the Chou Dynasty, 1122-255 B. C., the one under discussion 
seems to fall in a later period. Its shape, which is finer than that 
of the majority of others, suggests the delicate, linear vigor of 
the Han Dynasty, 206 B. C.-220 A. D., rather than the rugged 
strength of Chou. Moreover, the relief, which is never first-rate 
on these cups, here lacks the sharp edges and the crispness of 
work attributed to the earlier period. The #’ao ?ieh—ordinarily 
a monster with no lower jaw but with nose, eyes, and ears 
clearly defined—has been conventionalized beyond recognition, 
the eyes alone being readily found. In the Chou Dynasty, the 
?’ao ?ieh was used to fill a definite space that was suited to its 
character, but the relation between form and decoration was 
little comprehended under the Han. In this instance, since the 
shape was inherited, they adhered to custom in applying a band 
of ornamentation, but it has been modified until the impressive 
monster of their ancestors has become distorted into a combina- 
tion of hooks and ribbons, used solely to fill a surface, regardless 
of suitability. 

Because of its exquisite shape and patination, the cup fills a 
definite gap in the Oriental Department. H.C. H. 


THE MEXICAN ART EXHIBITION 
February 18-March 9 


Into the fabric of Mexican history are woven serious uprisings 
of the people—wars, rebellions, and revolutions. Standing out 
in relief, however, are the fine arts, decorative motifs on a dark 
background, creative products which have survived in spite of 
very definite handicaps. Mexico, the connecting road between 
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North and Central America, has always had an individual art. 
After the Aztec Empire was overthrown by Spanish force, be- 
tween 1519 and 1521, little of the early art survived; it had been 
destroyed, and its makers had been killed. New Spain came into 
existence, and its art at first very obviously followed the dictates 
of its rulers. The Colonial period followed, years crowded with 
conflicts, civil and foreign, political and religious. In 1821, the 
Act of Independence of the Mexican Empire was signed. But 
even this did not smooth out the ever present difficulties. The 
fact that any art could exist in these tempestuous times 
proves that a firm foundation had been laid; and from that 
foundation a representative art has grown. This art, naturally, 
was eclectic to a certain extent because many strong influences 
—Spanish primarily, French, Italian, and Oriental—had left 
their imprint upon its home. But the fusion of all of these 
influences, under the direction of Mexican artists who imbued 
their works with their own personalities, resulted in an art 
bristling with national characteristics. 

The exhibition does not focus its attention upon any one 
particular art; its range is wide. In it, emphasis has been care- 
fully placed upon a group of objects in which the Mexican traits 
predominate. The majority of pieces represent works created 
since the social revolution in 1g10. Modern Mexican painting 
and sculpture take their place with the primitive Indian ex- 
amples. Lacquer pieces which can be assigned to a very definite 
Mexican school; pottery, some of the modern being made in 
out-of-the-way villages where the old method of baking it on 
the open fire is still used; weaving, its pattern disclosing its 
original home, each place having its own style; ceremonial 
masks and animal masks, entirely Indian in the simplicity of 
their sculpture; costumes, baskets, metal work, books—all these 
help to form a visual résumé of Mexican art from the time of the 
Conquest up to the present. 

It was through the enthusiastic efforts of the former am- 
bassador from the United States to Mexico, Dwight W. Morrow, 
that this exhibition was organized. The American Federation of 
Arts has sponsored its circuit, and the Carnegie Corporation 
has assumed the entire expense in connection with assembling 
and transporting these objects. Homer Saint-Gaudens, Director 
of the Department of Fine Arts, Carnegie Institute, visited in 
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Mexico for a month; selections for a comprehensive exhibition 
were made by him, with the able assistance of Count René 
d’Harnoncourt, who accompanies the show. A great admirer of 
Mexican artistic productions, and well versed in their traditions, 
he is able to tell interesting and intimate details of an art close 
to us in proximity but far from being familiar to us. Art speaks 
a universal language; the accent varies with the source. It is 
possible by studying the many mediums of expression displayed 
in this show to gain an appreciation of, and a further insight 
into, that mysterious and fascinating country, Mexico. H. s. F. 


ANCIENT PERUVIAN POTTERY 


Obscure as is the history of the ancient Peruvians, their art, 
their strongly designed textiles, and their well modeled and 
finely decorated pottery show that the peoples were highly 
cultured. There is a paucity of knowledge relating to the Pre- 
Inca and Pre-Conquest peoples. What knowledge is possessed, 
in the form of native traditions and histories, has been compiled 
in the Chronicles of Peru, by the sixteenth and seventeenth 
century Spanish scholars, such as Pedro de Cieza de Leén, a 
soldier and historian,’ and Garcilaso de la Vega, called “‘Inca’”’ 
historian of Peru.? Archaeologists have supplemented this 
knowledge by excavations, which bring to light textiles, pottery, 
and sculpture. 

The powerful Inca empire, which was demolished by the 
Spanish conquest of Peru under Pizarro, in 1532,° was the last, 
and not the first, of the cultures in Peru. There existed a number 
of others whose contributions in art far excel those of the Incas 
themselves. Archaic cultures were firmly established at the be- 
ginning of the Christian era, and had been in existence for a 
long time before the late Roman period. Along the coastal 
region, two of these cultures were far advanced. One of these, 
established on the southern part of the coast near the city of 
Nazca, flourished from an unknown date to 200 A. D.* This is 
called the Early or Proto-Nazca to distinguish it from the later

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revival. At the same time the other culture, that of the Proto- 
Chimu, reached a height. From the second to the sixth centuries 
A. D., the so-called Tiahuanaco I civilization, which had 
developed in the highlands, dominated the coastal regions. 
Later a new culture, a combination of the traditions of the 
coastal and the highland regions, came into existence; it was 
called Tiahuanaco II, and reigned supreme from 600 A. D. to 
goo A. D. In the tenth century this culture collapsed, and the 
Nazca and Chimu art, freed of restraint, experienced a renais- 
sance lasting until about 1400. The Inca empire, amalgamated 
in 1135 by the first Inca chieftain, did not obliterate the art of 
these two peoples. 

Two groups of pottery of the Proto-Chimu and Proto-Nazca 
cultures have been added to the Museum’s collections. One, a 
group of five pots of the Proto-Chimu culture, comes as a gift 
of Guerdon S. Holden. This collection contains four vases or 
bottles modeled in the form of portrait heads and one container 
in the form of two llamas. The other group is of three beauti- 
fully decorated Proto-Nazca vases; these are the first acquisi- 
tions for the James Albert Ford Memorial Collection. 

The simplicity and completeness of the large and strongly 
modeled jar’ in the Museum’s recent gift of Proto-Chimu ware, 
excavated near Chimbote, Peru, is striking. The author of this 
work was not interested in eyelashes and wrinkles; his vision 
was of a larger compass than that of the stereotyped acade- 
mician. He was able to abolish all unnecessary detail and, what 
is more important, to give life to simplified form. The shapes 
flow into one another, and there is no hiatus between the planes, 
which reveal a sense of construction beneath. Earrings in high 
relief pierce each ear, and the light grayed-yellow tone of these 
acts as an accent to the dark brown color of the whole head. 
One of the interesting Proto-Chimu jars,’ from a caricature 
viewpoint, is the portrait of a man, smiling, with his eyes closed. 
A cap in grayed-white contrasts with the color of this jar, 
pinkish-yellow ochre, and serves to set off the features, which 
are covered with conventionalized tattoo decoration. The jar is 
an interesting example of the potter’s ability to render an emo- 
tion. Another head* with semi-negroid features is of a rich

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chocolate, red-brown glaze. It, also, is an excellent work, and 
the details, such as the painted eyebrows, the modeled band of 
nine small silver bangles reposing on the forehead, and replicas 
of silver ear plugs piercing each ear, are all placed so as to 
accentuate the form and set off the head as a whole. This jar 
is well preserved and has a varnish-like gloss, such as is known 
on Greek vases. It has the so-called stirrup handle. When three- 
dimensional clay sculpture is to be fired, it is necessary that the 
inside be hollow in order to prevent cracking, and that holes be 
madeso that thesteam formed can escape. After firing, these vents 
were covered with handles which had the appearance of stirrups." 

The smallest bottle? happens to be the one with the finest 
proportions. In color the slip is a yellowed-white with decora- 
tions in both light red and dark brown. Unlike the other jars, 
which took the shape of a whole head and were evidently ac- 
curate portraits of Chimu citizens, this fine jar is complete in 
itself, and the head, only a part of the bottle, protrudes from 
one side as though it were a medallion in high relief. 

The fifth pot,* also finely proportioned, is a double llama 
motif jar. These South American beasts of burden with packs 
on their backs are modeled in an interesting way. Here, again, 
there is an insistence upon simple and well designed shapes. 

The decorations on Peruvian textiles and pottery can roughly 
be summed up under four headings: Realism; Conventionalism; 
Symbolism and Mythology; and Geometric Figures.* The de- 
signs on the pots in the Museum’s collection are derived from 
all of these classes. In color, Proto-Chimu pottery is not as 
varied as that of the Proto-Nazca, whose decorated vases are 
rich in quality. In some of the Proto-Nazca vases polychrome 
painting in five colors has been found, and the complicated, 
strongly composed and constructed designs on those in the 
Museum belong to this group. 

The group of Proto-Nazca vases are totally different from the 
Proto-Chimu ware. Where the one pertains mainly to sculpture, 
the other belongs more to regular painting. The main design of 
the largest Proto-Nazca vase® is of two men swimming amid

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conventionalized seaweed. At the top is a highly conventional- 
ized border of fish, while the two lower borders are of geometric 
motifs and a floral design. The designs are in blue-gray, dark 
chocolate-browns, yellows ranging from a light medium hue to 
yellow ochre, orange-red browns, and blacks on a yellowed- 
white slip. The character of the precise brush strokes on these 
jars shows that the artists knew a great deal about construction. 

The design of the second Proto-Nazca vase’ is of two con- 
ventionalized butterflies with striped wings of yellow, blue- 
violet, yellow-orange, red-brown, orange-brown, and black. On 
the butterflies’ backs are a series of five simplified heads. The 
whole motif is done in a precise way, and the brush strokes are 
highly expressive. 

The third and smallest of the vases” is decorated with differ- 
ent motifs. At the top is a repeated, geometric design of un- 
known meaning, in grays, yellows, and orange-brown, and a 
series of three demon or mythological heads or masks, from 
which protrude what appears to be plumes. Between the masks 
is a band of three geometric motifs. At the bottom is a running 
motif of six conventionalized heads in black, grayed-yellow, and 
red-brown, a type of head peculiar to Proto-Nazca ware and 
frequently found. The eyes are staring, and the mouth is only 
a white oblong shape outlined in black. Again, the precise and 
expressive drawing is marked. 

At its best, Pre-Columbian pottery is the high watermark of 
primitive ceramics and belongs in the realm of fine art; at its 
lowest, it is a fetish worshipped by those who are not able to 
differentiate between archaeology and art. The best Peruvian 
pottery, such as the Museum possesses, is primitive only in that 
it was made by a people who were commonly thought of as 
primitive but who were highly cultured. Good Peruvian pottery 
reveals the high cultural level which the peoples in the Western 
Hemisphere reached while Europe was, for the most part, 
shrouded in illiterate darkness. To have made such pottery by 
use of a wheel would have been remarkable enough, but con- 
sidering that the old potters of Peru were entirely in ignorance 
of the use of the potter’s wheel, their vases of exquisite propor- 
tions are all the more wonderful.

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It is significant that two fine groups of pottery of two im- 
portant and ancient Peruvian cultures should come to the 
Museum at the same time. These new accessions will be placed 
on view in the Comparative Pottery Exhibition, which opens in 
Gallery X on February 18, together with a number of examples 
of pottery of other ancient civilizations, and Peruvian textiles, 
some of which are in the Museum’s collections and others of 
which are generously being lent by private collectors and The 
American Museum of Natural History.

This series is planned to follow the 
ten programs from the Organ Works of Johann Sebastian Bach 
given during March and April, 1930. 

In contemplating the overwhelming power of this great com- 
poser the music lover is likely to imagine him as the peak, be- 
yond which is only vague formlessness. But no great figure ever 
builds by his own efforts alone the structure on which rests his 
claim to fame. He must gather up the lines of development and 
growth made possible by a hundred gifted hands before him and 
fuse the whole with the fire of his own genius. Of no one is this 
more true than Bach. Beyond the mountain peak is not form- 
lessness; instead there are other peaks and foothills all converg- 
ing on the mountain. Nor are these lesser heights important only 
as approaches to the greater, for as in Nature one frequently 
finds the spots of purest beauty among the foothills, so in this 
pre-Bach period one finds pages of such rare loveliness that they 
earn for themselves a place in our affections. A. W.Q

Dear Member: 


We are sending you with this the fifteenth annual report of 
The Cleveland Museum of Art for the year 1930. We hope that 
you will find time to read it, and so become interested and 
informed regarding the many activities of the Museum. 

The year 1930 has been exceptional for several reasons. First 
and foremost, we lost by resignation on May 1, 1930, Mr. Fred- 
eric Allen Whiting, who had been our Director for seventeen 
years. He left us, greatly to our regret, to accept the Presidency 
of The American Federation of Arts. However, we were fortun- 
ate in securing as his successor, Mr. William Mathewson Milli- 
ken, who had been with the Museum for twelve years as a Cura- 
tor and so was thoroughly familiar with the work of the Mu- 
seum in its various departments. Again on December 1 we lost 
Mr. Rossiter Howard, who had been Curator of Classical Art 
and also Curator of Education for several years. He left to ac- 
cept a similar position with the Pennsylvania Museum of Art in 
Philadelphia. We have not as yet been able to fill the vacancy 
caused by his resignation. 

Probably the outstanding purchases made during the year 
were the six articles from the Guelph Treasure, a fuller reference 
to which is made by the Director in his report. 

Our great need is for a larger endowment for the purchase of 
works of art. Are there not some who read these pages who can 
add some amount, even if not a large sum, to our pitifully small 
endowment fund?

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
For the year 1930 


The resignation of Frederic Allen Whiting on May 1, 1930, 
ended an association of seventeen years. Appointed Director 
before there was a Museum building, by his enthusiasm and 
able guidance, he brought the Museum to the highest degree of 
efficiency. His appointment to a position of heavy responsibility 
as President of The American Federation of Arts can only be 
regarded as recognition of the place his leadership has made for 
him in the nation at large. He possesses to a peculiar degree the 
understanding of the service of the museum to its community, 
and he won for The Cleveland Museum of Art an honored place, 
not only in its own city, but among the museums of the world. 

Another serious loss to the staff was the resignation of Ros- 
siter Howard, Assistant Director, Curator of Education, and 
Curator of Classical Art. On December 1 he became Chief of 
the Division of Education in the Pennsylvania Museum. Mr. 
Howard’s development of the Educational Department has been 
sound at all points. His vision and convictions have brought the 
happiest results in close linking of the Museum with the other 
educational organizations of the city. His going also meant the 
going of Mrs. Howard, who has so ably assisted in the children’s 
work of the Educational Department. 

The financial position of the Museum is sound. On a budget 
of $279,716.50 a considerable saving has been made, the oper- 
ating expenses for the year amounting to $254,718.72. From the 
surplus, a bonus of $8,100.00 has been authorized to the seventy- 
eight employees who qualify under this plan. 

This statement, however, should not hide two facts: first, that 
the margin between expense and available income is a narrow 
one, and that a considerable increase in the General Endow- 
ment Fund will be necessary within a few years; second, that 
the Museum is at this moment operating almost at capacity, 
and that it will be imperative, in the not far distant future, to 
build an addition to the present Museum structure. The 
Library, the Educational Department, the Print Department, 
the Textile Department (each of them service departments) are 
almost extended to their limits, while gallery and storage space 
are feeling the same tension.

A special appropriation from the John Huntington Art and 
Polytechnic Trust has made possible the utilization of spaces in 
the attics, which have been converted into classrooms; of spaces 
heretofore unused in the Service Station, to which the paint 
shop and certain storages have been moved. At the same time, 
special funds have made available a proper space for the exten- 
sion work of the Educational Department, additional special 
storages for that department, and a further rearrangement of 
the basement floor for the carrying on of the Department of 
Buildings and Grounds. Unfortunately, practically all hereto- 
fore unused space is now utilized to the utmost. 

A budget of $281,104 for 1931 has been approved, which 
allows for one-half of one per cent increase over 1930. This in 
no sense measures the constantly growing development in ser- 
vice rendered or in service asked, nor the added responsibility 
which comes with steadily developing collections. The small 
amount of increase does not envisage any curtailment of func- 
tion. It has been held to that figure only by a very proper con- 
cern for every reasonable economy of operation in the face of 
current conditions. 

The codperation of the Trustees in the study of all these prob- 
lems has been invaluable. They and members of the Advisory 
Council, whose advice has been sought on individual questions, 
have given freely the benefit of their experience. The interest 
of E. L. Whittemore, who died January 29, 1930, and who was 
for years a member of the Advisory Council, will be greatly 
missed, particularly in matters pertaining to the Oriental De- 
partment. A very generous bequest of $50,000, contained in his 
will, will perpetuate that interest. 

No year has been more important in the establishment of a 
sound policy of acquisition. Such a memorial gift as that of 
John L. Severance in memory of Elisabeth DeWitt Severance, 
the gift of Mrs. Worcester R. Warner for the Worcester R. 
Warner Collection, and the gift of Mrs. Edward S. Harkness in 
memory of Mrs. Stephen V. Harkness have set a remarkable 
level. The same standard has been sought for the purchases. It 
is the belief that acquisitions such as those from the Guelph 
Treasure and others referred to in the departmental reports 
will insure the continued development of the Museum as a 
museum of the highest quality. A material aid to this policy

would be additional endowment funds, the income of which 
would be used for purchase, or actual yearly gifts of money for 
the same purpose. 

Special exhibitions of widely varied character have added a 
diversity of interests. They include the Annual Exhibition of 
Work by Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen, the annual exhibi- 
tion of American Oils, of Water Colors, an exhibition of South- 
ern Asiatic Art, the Whittemore Memorial Exhibition of Japa- 
nese Prints, Contemporary American Prints circulated by The 
American Federation of Arts, Lace from the Mrs. John Sherwin 
Collection, and Lace from The Ellen Garretson Wade Memorial 
Collection.

It is fitting that due acknowledgment should be made to The 
Print Club. This remarkable organization, which has its own 
corporate identity, has codperated to the fullest degree with the 
Museum. It has presented a group of most important prints to 
the Museum; its members have been the soundest supporters 
of the Print Collection by loan and gift; it has had a widespread 
influence on taste; and it has had a creative part in the sound 
encouragement of print making in the community. 

The Friends of The Cleveland Museum of Art have been in- 
valuable in the development of the Department of Paintings. 
Three paintings have been purchased in former years from funds 
subscribed by them: 

“The Holy Family,” by El Greco, given in memory of J. H. Wade. 


“A Sainted Bishop,” Southern French, XV Century. 
“Minerva,” by Bernardo Strozzi. 


The “Coronation of the Virgin,” by Conrad von Soest, German, 
about 1410, is the purchase from the income of the years 1930 
and 1931.

This permits a wise policy of purchase, and it is certain that 
there are additional persons who might be interested in becom- 
ing members of this creative organization. 

Through the generosity of Mr. and Mrs. John Sherwin, the 
John and Frances Sherwin Fine Arts Garden Endowment Fund 
has been established through a mutual agreement between the 
City of Cleveland and The Cleveland Museum of Art. The income 
from this splendid gift is to be used for the maintenance, devel- 
opment, adornment and beautification of the Fine Arts Garden. 

No report of the Director could fail to mention the splendid 
record of the Educational Department. The department report 
gives detailed evidence of this. Let it suffice to say that the per- 
fect codperation of public and private school officials has not 
been the least element in that success. Furthermore, a most 
gratifying increase is shown in what has been done in adult work. 

The Library, in spite of completely inadequate funds for the 
purchase of books, has been developing soundly. A number of 
endowment funds given within the past few years have been 
of the greatest value in aiding that development. Nothing 
would be of greater aid than a considerably increased number 
of such endowments ($5,000, $10,000, or $25,000) which would 
permit continued usefulness and would form a lasting memorial. 
Not of least importance has been the Trustees’ Library Pur- 
chase Fund, which amounted last year to $2,500. 

The Carnegie Corporation recognized the value of the 
Library’s work with lantern slides. Five thousand dollars was 
given by them for its development. This year over 120,793 
slides, an increase of 23,700 over 1929, have been circulated. 
No department feels the pinch of inadequate space more than 
the Library. 

That the work accomplished by the Museum has reached a 
large public is evidenced by the attendance during the year of 
303,815. The total is slightly smaller than last year, a fact which 
can be in large measure accounted for by a diminution in the 
number of school classes coming to the Museum. Owing to the 
economic depression, children have not had the necessary car- 
fare. The Museum, however, has not lost this contact, for the 
lesson has been carried by the Museum teacher directly to the 
school itself. A further analysis shows also that the drop in 
attendance was accentuated during the extremely hot spell of

last summer. The figures show a considerably lower total during 
that period than in the corresponding weeks of the four preced- 
ing years. 

The membership also shows a slight decrease, which can be 
attributed logically to the effects of a period of depression. 
Every effort has been made to hold this membership, and it is 
certain that figures will increase materially with the return of 
normal conditions.

Underhill, Associate Curator in Charge of Textiles. 

Miss Helen S. Foote is now a full-time assistant in the Deco- 
rative Arts Department, and Miss Silvia Wunderlich takes over 
the former’s work as Editorial Assistant. 

The work of the various departments is outlined with com- 
pleteness in the various special reports. It is only right that 
these departmental activities and successes should be told by 
those who have been responsible for them. 

No report could close without a tribute to the devotion of the 
entire personnel of the staff. One and all, in their respective 
departments, have given their best energies in furthering the 
work of the Museum. Without that unanimity of spirit, that 
esprit de corps, the Museum could not have accomplished what 
it has in the past twelve months. This is only an earnest of what 
that same codperation may mean in the future.

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DEPARTMENT OF PAINTINGS 


The year 1930 has been marked by a consistent growth. Gifts 
and purchases have been supplemented by generous loans and 
numerous special exhibitions. 

Of primary importance was the purchase of “The Synagogue,” 
by Alessandro Magnasco, from the J. H. Wade Fund. The can- 
vas unquestionably ranks among the most important produc- 
tions of this Genoese-Milanese artist. 

The Friends of The Cleveland Museum of Art, formed in 
1926, gave their fourth picture. This panel, ““The Coronation of 
the Virgin,” is an early fifteenth century work by Conrad von 
Soest. Heretofore, early German art in this field has been com- 
pletely unrepresented. This accession adds a German primitive 
of great significance. It was necessary to make the purchase 
with the 1930 and 1931 income from this fund. 

The “White Flower,” by Georgia O’ Keeffe, was purchased for 
the Hinman B. Hurlbut Collection, a most representative work 
by one of the foremost American painters of today. Where 
possible, purchases in the realm of modern American painting 
have been made from the Hurlbut Fund so that this collection 
is becoming increasingly important, year by year. This policy 
was followed with regard to the group of water colors purchased. 
These include two early Charles E. Burchfield’s, a George 
(“Pop”) Hart, an Edward Hopper, an Arthur B. Davies, a 
John Marin, and a Max Weber. 

A representative canvas by Marsden Hartley was anony- 
mously given. Hartley lived in Cleveland for a period of years, 
so it is eminently fitting to have his work so well represented. 

Four works by Cleveland artists were purchased from the 
Twelfth Annual Cleveland Exhibition. These were added to the 
Hurlbut Collection. They include a pastel by Louise M. Dunn, 
two water colors by William Sommer, and an oil by Paul B. 
Travis. 

A water color by the late Anna P. Oviatt was given by Mrs. 
William Lewis and Mrs. P. B. Mellis. 

Mrs. Henry A. Everett has repeated her many loans, which 
have been utilized many times in successive rearrangements of 
the painting galleries. Another most important canvas which 
has been here in the past year is a portrait by Ingres. This has 
been lent again by Mr. and Mrs. Perry W. Harvey.

Special exhibitions of importance include the Seventh and 
Eighth Exhibitions of Water Colors and Pastels. Owing to the 
exigencies of schedule, one opened the year in January and the 
second, normally held in early 1931, was held during the closing 
months of 1930. 

The Twelfth Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists 
and Craftsmen continued its remarkable record. In a year of 
depression it broke records of any previous year, three hundred 
and thirty-six objects being sold for $20,307.72. The value of 
this exhibit has been many times proved in its stimulation of 
creative work in the city. The Tenth Exhibition of Contempo- 
rary American Oils comprised the usual ninety paintings, thirty 
by Cleveland artists. 

Traveling exhibitions sponsored by the Museum include a 
group of sixty-seven pictures and eight sculptures sent to the 
Ohio State Fair; the second Traveling Exhibition of Cleveland 
Oils circuited to six museums; and the third Traveling Exhibi- 
tion of Cleveland Water Colors sent to seven museums. 


DEPARTMENT OF DECORATIVE ARTS 


MatHEwson MILLIKEN, Curator 


The year 1930 has been without question the most important 
in the history of the Decorative Arts Department. 

Early in the year John L. Severance presented a magnificent 
set of capitals in memory of Elisabeth DeWitt Severance. The 
capitals come from the Collegiale of St. Meleine at Preuilly-sur- 
Claise, date in the twelfth century, and are among the most 
important Romanesque monuments preserved in any Museum. 

Another exceedingly important gift was two polychromed 
wooden figures, Spanish, about 1200, presented by Mr. and 
Mrs. Francis F. Prentiss. Miss Florence S. Sullivan offered a 
fifteenth century Italian Choral to be given as a gift from the 
Right Reverend William A. Leonard. Messrs. M. and R. Stora 
presented a charming ivory statuette of the fourteenth century. 

Outstanding was the acquisition of six superb pieces from the 
Guelph Treasure. This great opportunity was made possible by 
a gift from Mrs. R. H. Norweb, a substantial sum from the 
J. H. Wade Fund, and a further gift from the John Huntington 
Art and Polytechnic Trust for the John Huntington Collection.

Gothic, add an unrivaled group to the medieval section. No 
other purchase could express more certainly the museum policy 
of quality in its collections. 

Further purchases for the J. H. Wade Fund include a group 
of seventeen Merovingian ornaments and a remarkable illumi- 
nated miniature, Italian, fourteenth century, which may be by 
the hand of Bernardo Daddi. A girdle of silver gilt and trans- 
lucent enamel, engraved with grotesque figures, and the product 
of some North Italian atelier, was added to the John Hunting- 
ton Collection. 

Two pieces of ceramic sculpture were acquired for the Allen 
Collection, and medals were presented by Mrs. George Walsh 
and The Warner and Swasey Company. 

The work of the department was supplemented by an Exhibi- 
tion of Austrian Arts and Crafts and one of Modern Japanese 
and English Handicrafts. There was also considerable emphasis 
on applied art in the Annual Cleveland Exhibition. 

A fine tapestry was lent by Mr. and Mrs. Howard M. Hanna, 
and the collection of books lent by Paul L. Feiss provided a 
series of interesting exhibitions. 


THE TEXTILE COLLECTION 


GERTRUDE UNDERHILL, Associate Curator in Charge of Textiles 


During the past year the Textile Collection has received some 
notable accessions, thirty-three pieces in all, four of which were 
purchases and the remainder, gifts. Two of the gifts received 
were of great importance; one, of seven pieces of lace given by 
Mrs. Edward S. Harkness in memory of Mrs. Stephen V. Hark- 
ness includes Italian and French masterpieces of the sixteenth, 
seventeenth, and eighteenth centuries; the other, by Mrs. 
Dorothea Russell, includes five Egyptian Fatimite textiles. A 
complete table of the gifts is attached. 

Three special exhibitions were held in the Textile Study 
Room, two of Historic Brocades, Velvets, and Damasks, and 
one of Greek Island Embroideries. Four exhibitions were hung 
in the Educational Corridor, three of American Printed Silks, 
and one of Lace from the Museum collection. Two special ex- 
hibitions were held in the galleries during the year, one of 
Museum Lace in Gallery [X and an exhibition of Lace from the 
Collection of Mrs. John Sherwin in Gallery X. Textiles were

also used in the special exhibitions of Far Eastern Art in Gallery 
IX, and of Austrian Arts and Crafts, Modern Japanese and 
English Handicrafts, and Southern Asiatic Art in Gallery X. 
The Textile Collection shows a gratifying increase in use, year 
by year, and more and more it is being studied by the student 
of the textile arts.

During the year 1930 the Oriental Department was materially 
enriched by several acquisitions of prime importance. Highest 
honors seem to fall to a large bronze Nataraja or Dancing Siva 
cast in South India in the fourteenth century. It is second only, 
amongst such images, to the Madras example, of which Rodin 
said, “As in something divinely regulated, there is not in that 
body an indication of revolt; one feels that everything is in its 
place.” Equally expressive of genius is a graceful, but somewhat 
broken, marble female figure from Udaipur, dating between the 
twelfth and fourteenth centuries.

The lead in the Chinese section is taken by two unique ob- 
jects in bronze, gilt and inlaid. One is a grotesque lion’s mask 
that served an armorial function, and combines the vigor and 
elasticity typical of the best work done in the Six Dynasties, 
265-589. The other, a staff head inlaid with gold and silver, is 
composed of dragon and bird motifs in such profusion that its 
ultimate unity is almost a miracle. The delicate treatment of 
such a strenuous subject, together with the inlaying, places it 
in the Han Dynasty, 206 B. C.-220 A. D. In addition to these 
pieces, the largest known bronze ewer, with bands of powerful, 
geometric, Chou Dynasty relief, further increased the collection. 

Again, a limestone head from Bactria is close to the best 
archaic Greek sculpture in both facial characteristics and spon- 
taneity of modeling. It is of the Gandharan type and of a date 
probably earlier than that of the three new reliefs from the 
Northwest Frontier Province of India, which are more true to 
type and fall, accordingly, in the second century of our era. 

An outstanding acquisition from the numerous Luristan 
(Persian) bronzes now on the market is a chariot pole cap en- 
livened with a pair of fanciful animals and a bird. It evinces a 
skill and a playfulness found in few pieces of such an early date, 
2000-500 B. C. 

Aside from purchases, a gift of twenty-one Chinese porcelains 
to supplement the Worcester R. Warner Collection was an event 
of great significance. Among the finest pieces are a reticulated 
Ming vase; a large K’ang Hsi, club-shaped vase with figures 
expertly applied in hollow relief; an ovoid, famille verte vase, an 
apple-green jar, and a pair of Fo Dogs, all K’ang Hsi; and a 
famille rose bottle of the reign of Ch’ien Lung. 

Moreover, a bequest of the Edward Loder Whittemore Col- 
lection of Japanese Prints definitely raised the standard in this 
branch. Although there are but fifty in all, they were chosen 
with rare discrimination, so that the Museum now possesses a 
few of the finest Kiyonagas, Utamaros, and Sharakus in exist- 
ence. 

Other notable gifts were a Han terra cotta plaque from Ralph 
M. Chait; a pair of Japanese swords of the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries from William S. Fitzgerald; two eighteenth 
century Tibetan banners and a group of Indian and Afghan 
swords and daggers from S. D. Wright; a Rhages bottle from 
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Mrs. Malcolm McBride; and two of Hiroshi Yoshida’s wood- 
block prints from the artist. 

Further purchases consist of three Indian sculptures, two neo- 
lithic Chinese pottery jars, a Sung Dynasty painting, Chinese 
bronzes, pottery, porcelain, and lacquer, and a Korean pitcher. 

The year was ushered in by an extensive exhibition of Far 
Eastern Art and closed during a smaller one of Southern Asiatic 
Art. Other exhibitions included contemporary Japanese and 
English pottery and textiles, Japanese prints, and Japanese 
stencils. The Kelekian Collection of Chinese Pottery has been 
shown in various installments in the Chinese gallery. 


DEPARTMENT OF PRINTS AND DRAWINGS 


Leona E. Prasse, Associate Curator 


During 1930 the department has received 125 prints through 
gifts and purchases. Although the actual number is slightly less 
than that of last year, the importance and quality of not a few 
of the accessions are such as to offset any deficiency in quantity. 
To The Print Club, which has so fundamentally assisted in 
building up the Print Collection, the Museum is again indebted 
for seven most important and rare early engravings, all of 
superb quality. Two of these are by Martin Schongauer, the 
most important northern engraver of the fifteenth century: the 
one, “The First Wise Virgin,” is from the set of “The Five Wise 
Virgins”; the other, “Christ on the Cross,” is from Schongauer’s 
Passion series, of which the Museum owns nine. Six were gifts 
of The Print Club in 1922. The other prints included in this 
gift are five brilliant examples of sixteenth century engraved 
work: four, “Samson and Delilah,” “The Raising of Lazarus,” 
“St. Luke,” and “Two Musicians,” by Lucas van Leyden, the 
outstanding producer of prints in the Netherlands; and one, 
“The Opening of the Seventh Seal,” from the Apocalypse series 
by Jean Duvet, the first French engraver of importance. 
Another gift, “Ornament with an Owl,” is a fine example of 
early German engraving. It is by an anonymous master, after 
Schongauer, and was presented by M. Knoedler and Company. 
Of particular significance is the purchase of seventeen im- 
portant Italian prints of the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries 
for the Dudley P. Allen Collection. These prints add prestige 
to the Italian section of the department and fill in decided gaps

in the collection. Three prints of this group are of the fifteenth 
century. “A Triton Ridden by a Child,” one of a group of 
twelve extremely rare arabesque engravings by Zoan Andrea 
and the Master of the Sforza Book of Hours, is of special in- 
terest to the student because of the collaboration by the two 
masters; “Soldiers Carrying Trophies,” by an anonymous en- 
graver of the School of Mantegna, is from the Triumph of 
Caesar series; and “The Holy Family with St. Elizabeth,” an 
engraving by Jacopo de’Barbari, concludes the fifteenth century 
group. The sixteenth century group is somewhat larger. “The 
Rape of Europa,” a rare engraving, is by Benedetto Montagna, 
whose work was hitherto lacking in the collection. There are 
two engravings, “Orpheus Seated,” and “Neptune Stilling the 
Tempest,” by Marcantonio Raimondi; and one, “Venus Wounded 
by a Thorn,” by Marco Dente (da Ravenna). A complete set 
of ten chiaroscuro prints representing the Triumphs of Caesar, 
by Andrea Andriani, is of great rarity. 

Another outstanding purchase of the Dudley P. Allen Collec- 
tion is the superb impression of the fifteenth century German 
engraving, “St. Christopher,” by Martin Schongauer. An 
etched copy by Jerome Hopfer of Campagnola’s engraving, 
“Battle of Naked Men,” was also added to the Allen Collection. 

Two woodcuts, “The Bewitched Groom,” and Conversion 
of St. Paul,” by Hans Baldung (Griin), the sixteenth century 
German artist whose woodcuts are surpassed only by those of 
Diirer, were purchased for the Charles W. Harkness Collection. 
Another purchase for this collection, “Les Soirées de Rome,” 
is a set of ten eighteenth century etchings, which constitute 
the entire printed work of Hubert Robert. 

Further additions to the Harkness Collection are two proofs 
from William Blake’s “Book of Job,” and ten proofs by Richard 
Earlom, etched after the drawings of Claude Lorrain’s “Liber 
Veritatis.” 

An impetus was given to the American section by the pur- 
chase of four recent wood engravings by Rockwell Kent for the 
Charles W. Harkness Collection, and by the purchase of nine 
varied prints from the Exhibition of Contemporary American 
Prints for the Dudley P. Allen Collection. Two excellent litho- 
graphs by José Clemente Orozco, “Little Indians,” and “Mural 
Study,” were likewise added to the Dudley P. Allen Collection. 
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Mention should be made here of the fine drawing by Orozco, 
which is an anonymous gift. This drawing and the prints by 
Orozco are the first examples of Mexican work acquired by the 
department. 

Not only has The Print Club been instrumental in adding the 
work of early masters to the collection but last year, as in the 
past, it took an active part in encouraging the production of 
prints in the community by presenting to the Museum eighteen 
of the outstanding prints from the Annual Cleveland Exhibi- 
tion. The Print Club also presented its publications for the last 
two years—“‘Corner Shadows,” by Martin Lewis, for 1929, and 
“In a French Café,” by William S. Gisch, for 1930—together 
with preliminary drawings and proofs for both prints. 

Although the year has been more important for its accessions 
of prints and less for its drawings, nevertheless, one of the 
drawings of primary importance in the collection, “Imaginary 
View: A Palace on the Shore of the Lagoon,” by the eighteenth 
century Italian artist, Canaletto, was acquired in 1930 by the 
J. H. Wade Fund. This is a large, distinctive piece, representa- 
tive of Canaletto’s best work, and is of special value in connec- 
tion with the complete set of Canaletto’s etched work, compris- 
ing thirty-one “Views of Venice and Environs,” presented to the 
Museum by The Print Club in 1925. 

The individual members of The Print Club who presented 
gifts to the Museum were Charles T. Brooks, Mr. and Mrs. 
Malcolm L. McBride, Miss Lucia McBride, Miss Leona E. 
Prasse, Mr. and Mrs. Charles F. Ramus, and Dr. John F. 
Stephan in memory of Dr. H. F. Harvey. Other gifts to the 
department came from Mrs. Alvard Bishop, Mrs. Clare Cald- 
well, Mrs. Henry W. Cannon, Percy Grassby, Mr. and Mrs. 
William Kittredge, The Merrymount Press, The Weyhe Gal- 
lery, and Carl Zigrosser. 

Since the acquisition of reproductions of prints and drawings 
is one of the instructive activities of the department, three 
portfolios of drawings by old and modern masters have been 
welcome additions to the Allen Collection. 

A complete list of the exhibitions held during 1930 appears 
on page 67, the most important of which were The Exhibition

The necessity for immediate relief from overcrowded book- 
shelves has been met, for the moment, by the installation this 
year of six new cases in the reading room and one in the storage 
room, with a partitioned case for large photographic material. 
Six hundred and sixty-six books have been added to the col- 
lection. While attention has been given to all subjects of general 
or special interest foremost in the art field, the emphasis in the 
additions has been on biographical material and on catalogues 
of collections, both public and private. The Library now con- 
tains the Poussin biographies by Magne and by Friedlaender; 
Giacometti’s La Vie et ’'Oeuvre de Houdon; the first volume of 
the new Edouard-Joseph, Dictionnaire Biographique des Artistes 
Contemporains; the Delteil, Honoré Daumier, in eleven volumes; 
the first volume of the catalogue of early Portuguese books in 
the library of the King of Portugal; the first volume of Valen- 
tiner’s Unknown Masterpieces; the second volume of the George 
Eumorfopoulos Collection, Catalogue of the Chinese and Corean 
Bronzes, etc.; the Catalogue of Paintings in the Collection of Fules 
S. Bache; Catalogue of a Collection of Chinese Paintings in the 
Possession of Dr. Frederick Peterson; the first three volumes of 
the new Catalogue of the Imperial Treasures in the Shosoin. 
The extensive Histoire de Art by Michel has been finished 
this year and an index published, giving much valuable ma- 
terial in accessible form. The Classical section has been aug- 
mented by four folio volumes of Robert’s Die Antiken Sarko- 
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phag-Reliefs; and LeCoq’s Die Buddhistische Spatantike in 
Mittelasien in six large volumes has been added to the Oriental 
books. 

In order to bring to the notice of the Museum staff and of the 
public important books added to the collection, the Library has 
issued each month a list of a few accessions of the previous 
month, with short notes concerning them. 

A collection of 128 books on gardens and gardening, given to 
the Library in 1916-1917 by the Garden Club of Cleveland, has 
been turned over this year to the Cleveland Garden Center, 
recently opened by the Club in Wade Park. 

The reference work has been materially aided this year by the 
new Art Index sponsored by the Association of Art Museum 
Directors, the American Library Association, and the American 
Association of Museums. By its use, material in 100 periodicals 
that has been previously of difficult access has been made easily 
available. 

Paul L. Feiss generously lent to the Museum a selection of 
books from his library. From this collection there have been on 
exhibition manuscripts, fine bindings, historical printing, and 
book illustrations. 

The loan department for lantern slides and photographs has 
been active throughout the year. There were 120,793 slides lent 
in 1930, an increase of nearly 23,700 over last year. Consider- 
able expansion of this department is planned for the coming 
year. For many people the only contact with art is through the 
lantern slides and mounted illustrations borrowed from this 
Library.

DEPARTMENT OF CLASSICAL AND EGYPTIAN ART 


Eleven accessions of ancient art have enriched the Department 
of Classical and Egyptian Art during 1930. Through the John 
Huntington Collection were acquired five Old Kingdom Egyp- 
tian reliefs, and from the same tomb as these, a sixth relief, a 
fragment of an inscription, which came as an anonymous gift. 
These reliefs, of a great period of early art, show a portrait of 
the noble from whose tomb they came and genre scenes from 
his life. Aside from filling out a period hitherto barely repre- 
sented in the Museum, they arrest attention by their sheer 
beauty and power. 

The J. H. Wade Fund made possible the purchase of a mag- 
nificent Greek wine-mixing bowl, or krater. Large and im- 
pressive in size, it bears drawing more accomplished and mas- 

terly than that of any other vase in this Museum and takes a 
high place among the vases of any collection. From the same 
fund came, also, two other objects—a particularly lively bronze 
bull, Greek, of the fifth century B. C., a period of which ex- 
amples of bronzes are rare; and a charming relief of Apollo and 
Nike, Graeco-Roman work of the Age of Augustus. 

The department gained from the Allen Collection a Corinth- 
ian jug with an interesting representation; from the Harkness 
Collection a delicate tanagra figurine of a lady, a choice addition 
to the growing collection of terra cottas. 


DEPARTMENT OF PRIMITIVE ART 


Cuar_es F. Ramus, Assistant in Charge 


Although few acquisitions were made by the Department de- 
voted to Primitive Art, all of the objects added, either by gift 
or purchase, are of high quality and serve to fill in several of 
the gaps in the collections. One of the important purchases was 
a group of twenty decorated bowls from the Mimbres Valley in 
New Mexico. These were acquired for the Charles W. Harkness 
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Collection from the Museum of New Mexico in Santa Fe. 
Another, of three beautifully decorated Pre-Columbian pots, 
was the first purchase from the James Albert Ford Memorial 
Fund; these bowls are Nazca ware, and were created by potters 
of a Pre-Inca culture. 

A gift of four strongly modeled portrait head pots and one 
bowl in the form of a double llama motif, all of the Chimu Cul- 
ture, was made by Guerdon S. Holden. These pots materially 
strengthen the collection of Peruvian art. Other gifts were a 
decorated bowl and a ladle of the Post-Basket Maker People in 
the Southwest, by Mrs. Malcolm L. McBride, and a decorated 
basket of the Haida tribe, Canadian Northwest, by Abbie Z. 
Webb in memory of Mrs. J. W. S. Webb. 

Seven cases installed in the East Classroom on the second 
floor, early in October, make it possible to put on exhibition all 
of the best examples of Primitive Art, such as the baskets in the 
W. A. Price and other collections, North American Indian pot- 
tery and bead work, Peruvian and Columbian sculptured and 
decorated pottery, Aztec and Toltec sculptures and clay figur- 
ines, and African pottery, metal work, and weaving. Having all 
of the material on view affords the Educational Department a 
better opportunity to handle more effectively the Public School 
Classes who come to study the art creations of primitive peoples. 

The cases of Primitive Art in the Foyer were rearranged sev- 
eral times during the year; and an exhibition of African Art and 
one of North American Indian Art were held in the Children’s 
Museum. 

DEPARTMENT OF MUSICAL ARTS 

Artuur W. Quimsy, Curator 
The subject of prime importance in this department during the 
year has been the series of performances of “The Pianoforte 
Sonatas” of Ludwig van Beethoven. This series, initiated during 
the autumn of 1929, will continue until May, 1931, when all 
of the sonatas will have been given performance. The appeal of 
Beethoven’s music and the high regard in which both Beryl Ru- 
binstein and Severin Eisenberger are held have together acted 
to draw such crowds that each program had to be given on two 
evenings, one for members, and the other for non-members. 
Four such double programs were given in February, May, Octo- 
ber, and November.

DEPARTMENT OF MUSICAL ARTS 


Another group of programs of high artistic interest were those 
given by André Marchal, organist of the Church of St. Germain- 
des-Prés, Paris, when he played ten programs from “The Organ 
Works” of Johann Sebastian Bach. It was a source of pride to 
the department, not only to be able to present so large a pro- 
portion of this greatest of all single contributions to organ litera- 
ture, but to bring to this country, for the first time, as distin- 
guished an artist as M. Marchal. These programs were given on 
Sunday, Wednesday, and Friday evenings during March and 
April, closing on Good Friday. 

A first program of ““The Dance as an Art Form” was given in 
April by Doris Humphrey and Charles Weidman of New York. 
It was preceded by a talk by Miss Humphrey on the progress of 
the dance in its development as an independent art form. Other 
important programs presented were “Wind Ensemble Music”; 
“Choral Music from the Fourth to the Twentieth Centuries,” 
a program arranged by Edgar Bowman, who has now left 
Cleveland to the deep regret of his many friends and admirers 
here; and the fifth annual program of “‘Music by Cleveland 
Composers” (given in conjunction with the Twelfth Annual 


Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen).

Organ recitals on the McMyler Memorial Organ were given 
by the Curator monthly on Wednesday evenings and on every 
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Sunday afternoon, except during July and August. Just before 
M. Marchal’s programs a considerable number of additions 
were made to the organ, which have resulted in more variety of 
tone color and much greater brilliance. 

The department has directed Saturday morning classes for 
members’ children, those in English Folk Dancing being in 
charge of Olive Whitworth, and those in Music Appreciation, of 
Anne Bonnette. The department has also provided monthly 
Saturday afternoon programs for children and has codperated 
in the production of the Christmas Play. In the autumn a new 
Wednesday evening class for adults was initiated, dealing with 
the “Music of the Week” in Cleveland.

AND SALES

PUBLICITY 

The report of last year covered the activities of this department 
so fully that it might well be reprinted here with but minor 
changes. The aims, the methods are the same; the results have 
varied somewhat. Through this department the Museum has 
been kept before the public; the exhibitions, lectures, classes, 
music recitals, and other events have been given publicity in 
various ways; and a vast amount of informational writing has 
been furnished to the press. More and more the Publicity De- 
partment becomes a means of educational extension and not a 
mere advertising bureau. 

Again sincerest gratitude must be expressed to the many 
newspapers and other publications that have generously con- 
tributed to the success of the publicity program and, through 
it, to the growth of the Museum’s entire program of furthering 
the appreciation of art and beauty. 


MEMBERSHIP 


Like all organizations having a large membership, the Museum 
has experienced serious difficulties because of present financial 
conditions. Many have been obliged to curtail expenses and 
have canceled obligations such as membership dues. However, 
new members have been secured to replace them, in large mea- 
sure, and although a loss has been sustained, it has been grati- 
fyingly small. 

Many members have increased the contribution to Museum 
funds by assuming membership in a higher class, thus somewhat 
offsetting the losses. A large number of these members have 
taken paid-up memberships, and although such changes tend 
to decrease the annual collections, they actually provide in- 
creased revenue for the Museum by building up the Member- 
ship Endowment Fund, which produces income in perpetuity. 

Changes in the budget system now make all expenses incurred 
in providing service to members chargeable to this department. 
Consequently, a heavy increase is made in the budget of this 
department, due to the addition of many items from other de- 
partments. Although these changes swell the membership budg- 
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et to an extent that makes explanation necessary, they are 
highly desirable as a means of showing the extent to which in- 
come is returned to members in the form of service for their ben- 
efit. Statistics are given in the tables of this and the Treasurer’s 
SALES 

The sales desk is maintained as a convenience for visitors de- 
siring to purchase photographs, handbooks, and other publica- 
tions. It is not, and probably cannot, be made financially prof- 
itable, but it is one of the numerous forms of service which the 
Museum provides for the public. Through Miss Hard, who is in 
attendance, many visitors make personal contacts with the 
Museum.

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EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT 
Louise M. Dunn, Associate Curator 

The announcement of the resignation of Rossiter Howard as 
Curator of the Educational Department to become Chief of the 
Division of Education at the Pennsylvania Museum of Art in 
Philadelphia, on December 1, was received by the entire depart- 
ment with the deepest regret. As head of the department for 
the past nine years, he has won the admiration of the members 
of the staff by his broad, sympathetic understanding of all edu- 
cational problems and by his ability to carry through an inspir- 
ing program of educational work. His vision extended beyond 
the immediate work in the Museum to the educational needs of 
the community. At the same time the department is deprived 
of the exceedingly valuable assistance of Mrs. Howard, a rarely 
gifted teacher, unusually successful in work with children. Their 
departure is a personal loss to every member of the Educational 
staff. 

The educational work with adults for the year 1930, which 
shows an increase of about sixteen per cent, has included the 
regular Friday evening lectures by visiting scholars, Sunday 
afternoon talks, seven study classes by members of the Educa- 
tional staff, afternoon guidance in the galleries, and work with 
clubs and conventions. In addition to these regularly sched- 
uled events, early Sunday afternoon gallery talks were intro- 
duced as an experiment, and have proved of great popular in- 
terest. 

It has been of interest to the department to note that the 
study classes for which the members receive credit, such as 
those given in connection with Western Reserve University, 
have been highly satisfactory. The inference seems to be that 
the non-credit classes are relatively much less successful. At- 
tendance at outside lectures, such as those given by staff mem- 
bers at the Y. M. C. A. and The Cleveland Institute of Music, 
has also shown an increase. 

The work with children has developed in several ways, chief- 
ly with Cleveland Heights and Shaker Heights schools. These 
two suburban systems continue to contribute towards the sala- 
ries of two members of the teaching staff, and in turn the de- 
partment is increasing its acquaintance with the methods of 
work in the two systems, assisting in the arrangements for Mu- 
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seum visits and working more closely with principals and teachers 
in relating the Museum visit to the school projects. 

The year’s activities with Cleveland Public School classes 
have followed two lines: work in the elementary field, and work 
in junior and senior class rooms. During the first semester of 
each school year, the Museum instructors offer schedules to every 
elementary school, in this way making practically a city-wide 
contact. During the second semester visits are scheduled only at 
the initiative of the school, but time is offered to limited numbers 
of classes who wish to use Museum material intensively and to 
avail themselves of continued aid of Museum instructors. In 
this way Museum instructors are able to prepare new Museum 
lessons and visual material for distribution through the Edu- 
cational Museum. Talks are given, in junior and senior high 
schools, at the request of teachers in any department, upon ma- 
terial which enriches the study in hand. Due to the economic 
situation affecting car-fare for thousands of children, the 
teachers have been obliged to increase the number of talks in 
the public schools, which accounts for the decrease in Classes 
Under Public School Staff, and the corresponding increase in 
Groups Outside the Museum. Conference hours for teachers are 
held regularly at the Museum on Saturday mornings, from ten 
to twelve o’clock. 

In addition to the above activities, there are an increasing 
number of classes from private, parochial, and suburban schools. 
Attendance of Saturday morning classes for members’ children 
and for non-members’ children has also slightly increased. 

At the end of ten years the work with gifted children begins 
to be significant. Five young teachers of the Saturday morning 
classes were former pupils of these classes. These young people 
are doing outstanding work at The Cleveland School of Art 
and at The John Huntington Polytechnic Institute, institutions 
most generous in their codperation with the department. 
Seventeen members of this group were among the exhibitors at 
the Twelfth Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists 
and Craftsmen. The children’s art clubs, carried on in connec- 
tion with The Cleveland Public Library and meeting in various 
branch libraries, have increased until they now have a regular 
monthly attendance of one thousand. 

The pamphlet, “Educational Work of The Cleveland Mu- 
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seum of Art,” was rewritten and reprinted during the year. Four 
changes in the building have been of great benefit to the depart- 
ment: new and larger quarters for the Educational Extension 
Department; improvements in the east and west class rooms on 
the second floor for intensive study and practical use of the en- 
tire collection of primitive art; two large fireproof storage rooms 
for educational materials and properties for plays; and an alcove 
for the ten-year collection of children’s drawings and records. 

The Extension Department has been put on a better working 
basis by additions to the collection of some five hundred objects, 
by an enlarged staff, and by greatly improved quarters. Thenew 
room is conveniently located in the service section of the build- 
ing, with good light and ample working space, and is equipped 
with steel shelving adequate to the collection. This past sum- 
mer in Europe, two members of the Educational staff made pur- 
chases of material, both ancient and modern, to round out the 
collection. Material is used more and more each year by teachers 
in teaching design and handicraft, and to give inspiration in 
special projects. About twenty per cent more exhibits were 
placed this year than last. The accessions for the year are as 
follows:

DEPARTMENT OF PRINTING AND PHOTOGRAPHY 
E. A. Rucctes, In Charge 


During the year 1930 the capacity of the printing plant has been 
increased by adding a new press and new type cases. To out- 
ward appearances the floor space has also been increased, but 
actually less space is now occupied than at the beginning of the 
year. This has been accomplished by reducing stock storage 
spaces, moving the printing plant into the remodeled storage 
space, and adding the former print shop space to the photograph 
studio. The new print shop is beautifully lighted, well arranged, 
and altogether a delightful place in which to work. 

The number of orders has increased materially over last year, 
in spite of a very dull time for the Photograph Department 
during July, August, and September. This year we completed 
1,170 orders and added 1,122 new negatives to our collection, 
which brings the total above 13,000. Other items included in the 
orders were 3,025 lantern slides, 13,403 post cards, and 8,267 
photographs other than post cards. 
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In addition to the usual photographic and printing work car- 
ried on by thedepartment, I have made drawings for installation 
in the Egyptian Gallery, for additions and alterations to the 
Superintendent’s residence, and for a temporary division of Gal- 
lery I. 

noite I wish to thank my co-workers in the combined de- 
partments for their codperation, hoping that in some measure it 
may be reflected in the general success of the Museum.

DEPARTMENT OF REGISTRATION 


Eveanor R. Sackett, Registrar 


A report of the activities of this department can only be given 
by statistics or by comparison with the work of the previous 
year. Our 1930 records show more objects offered for loan and 
fewer gifts and purchases, although many rare and valuable ac- 
cessions were acquired during the year. The number of items 
held in suspense is nearly twice the number for last year, some 
of these being objects brought to the Museum for transmission. 

Practically the same number of special exhibitions were held 
in the Museum as last year. The largest was the Twelfth An- 
nual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen. 
Entries for this exhibition were 2,399, compared with 1,801 the 
year previous. From this exhibition selected paintings were sent 
to the Ohio State Fair,where they were exhibited for one month. 

Again the Museum has in its charge two traveling exhibi- 
tions: an exhibition of water colors (No. 3), by Cleveland artists, 
and an exhibition of oils (No. 2), also by artists of Cleveland. 
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Both exhibitions started out on their itineraries in September, 
to be gone several months. 

The amount of insurance written by this department was a 
little less than last year. A larger number of foreign shipments 
were received this year, some of them for the Educational de- 
partment. 

More than the usual number of visitors (who were interested 
in our methods of registration) came from other museums, and 
there were many requests for material explaining our routine in 
caring for objects of art.

DEPARTMENT OF BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 
Joun W. McCase, Superintendent 


During the year 1930 the heating and ventilating systems have 
been working very satisfactorily, with a minimum cost for oper- 
ation. In the heating plant the following replacements were 
made: new safety latches on three boilers; new iron arches and 
fire bricks on three boilers; and one blow-off valve in boiler No. 
2. The ventilating system is working very efficiently; practically 
no repairs were necessary. The department recommends, how- 
ever, that a rotary air filter be installed to eliminate the dust 
which passes through the present installation. Approximately 
§30 tons of coal were used during the year at a cost of $2,915.00. 
The entire cost of operating the heating, lighting, and venti- 
lating systems for the year amounted to $16,461.94. 
Numerous changes have been made in the building during the 
course of the year. The Director advised that the department 
eliminate the fire hazards in the basement storages, which are

made of wood. At his request, eight fireproof storage rooms were 
built; of these, two are used for educational storage, where the 
fire sprinkling system was installed to eliminate as much as 
possible the fire hazard from stored stage scenery. The installa- 
tion of this sprinkling system here necessitated the removal of 
the alarm signal from the box storage to a point on the south- 
east level near educational storage. At the same time, the Super- 
intendent felt it was absolutely necessary to install a six-inch 
gate valve, thereby placing the control of this system within the 
building; formerly it was necessary to go outside the building 
to shut it off. The regular inspection of this fire sprinkling sys- 
tem was made by the engineer. 

The laundry, which was on the ground floor, was moved to 
the basement so that the room which it formerly occupied could 
be used as a check room for classes, thus eliminating the con- 
gestion at the service door in the Foyer. 

The Director authorized the changing of the east and west 
attics into class rooms. This was done by installing a sub- 
skylight and plastering the ceiling. At the same time, a room 
was built in the west attic for the print shop. The improvement 
made in these attics has helped to solve the heating problem in 
this particular section of the building. 

When the attics were converted into class rooms, it became 
necessary, for storage purposes, to build a floor over our present 
carpenter shop. All material of an inflammable nature was moved 
into this space, as it is well protected by the fire sprinkling sys- 
tem. When this new floor was made, a partition was also built, 
making a room for the paint shop, to which finished work from 
the carpenter shop can now be hoisted through an opening in 
the floor. In this way, considerable labor is saved in the handling 
of cases, pedestals, etc. 

The room on the ground floor, formerly occupied by the paint 
shop, was renovated so that the Educational Extension Depart- 
ment could move into new quarters. Two doors were installed 
in the air shafts leading to the Curators’ offices. Twe fireproof 
storages were built in box storage—one for excelsior and the 
other for cleaning supplies. 

Among the important repairs to the building were the paint- 
ing of the walls and ceiling and the installation of monks’ cloth 
in Galleries IX, X, and XI; and the painting of Gallery I, the 
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Armor Court, and the Air Shaft, as well as other places in the 
building. 

The purchase of three mazda stereopticon lanterns removed 
the necessity of running the motor generators, and thus much 
labor was saved. The lanterns were equipped with reduced size 
lenses to permit the showing of comparative views. 

Because of climatic conditions, the Egyptian stones and 
pottery in the Museum are showing salts on the surface, a con- 
dition which indicates that the objects are in the process of 
disintegration. To stop this, Dr. Arnold of Case School of 
Applied Science was called upon; he is soaking the objects 
affected in distilled water and making an analysis every week. 

Men were furnished to assist with the installation of the 
Gothic capitals and the Guelph Treasure in the Rotunda, and 
the Egyptian Reliefs in Gallery XV, as well as in the installation 
of seventeen special exhibitions; men were also supplied to 
assist at the following receptions: the Twelfth Annual Exhibi- 
tion of Work by Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen; the Tenth 
Annual Exhibition of Contemporary American Oil Painting; 
and the Eighth Exhibition of Water Colors and Pastels. Two 
hundred and three shop orders were completed, aggregating 
$6,930.43, among the most important of which were four screens 
for Galleries V and XI]; five glass cases for the Egyptian Reliefs 
in Gallery XV; permanent shelf print cabinets for the Print 
Study Room; and two raising wall cases for textiles in the lobby 
between Gallery V and the Armor Court. 

Twelve American elms were planted on the grass plot between 
the sidewalk and the curb. The early part of the coming year, 
three more will be planted. The condition of the rest of the 
grounds is practically unchanged. 

The following force is employed in the Department of Build- 
ing and Grounds at this time: Superintendent, one assistant 
superintendent, one chief repair and maintenance man, one 
secretary, one stenographer, and one telephone operator; one 
engineer, one assistant engineer, and three firemen (for winter 
service); fourteen custodians, two night watchmen, two car- 
penters (one, part-time only), one painter, nine utility men, four 
porters, one gardener, and one assistant gardener. The extra 


men were employed to assist with replacements and repairs to 
the building. 
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The department handled 1,241 incoming and 528 outgoing 
shipments. The total cost of operating the Building and Grounds 
Department for the year was $66,169.67. 

The department felt very keenly the loss of Mr. Nick Daniele, 
who died May 24, 1930, after twelve years of service as a cus- 
todian at the Museum, and wishes at this time to express its 
appreciation of his long and faithful service.

We have completed our examination of the recorded cash transactions of 
Tue CLEVELAND Museum oF ArtT—CLEVELAND, for the year ended December 
31, 1930, and submit herewith our report, which also includes statements, of 
income and expense, endowment fund and special funds cash receipts and dis- 
bursements and balance sheet setting forth the assets and liabilities at Decem- 
ber 31, 1930, subject to the following comments: 

Petty cash funds and undeposited cash receipts were satisfactorily ac- 
counted for, and we corresponded directly with depository banks in verifica- 
tion of cash on deposit, the amounts reported by banks being reconciled to the 
balances as shown by the Museum’s records at December 31, 1930. The 
recorded cash receipts for the year were traced directly into bank deposits and 
cancelled bank checks, with the exception of checks outstanding at December 
31, 1930, were examined in support of the recorded cash disbursements for 
the same period. As a further test of the accuracy of the recorded cash dis- 
bursements we also examined invoices, pay roll summaries, and other data 
on file for six months of the year. 

We corresponded directly with The Guardian Trust Company, Trustee, in 
verification of bonds and mortgages owned at December 31, 1930. These 
investments are stated at cost value of $790,872.77, the indicated market value 
at December 31, 1930, being approximately $786,600.00. 

Real estate, consisting of 221.42 acres of land in Lake County, Ohio, was 
donated to the Museum during the year 1930 by John and Frances Sherwin, 
for the purpose of perpetuating and beautifying a fine arts garden. This 
property is included in the accompanying balance sheet at the valuation 
shown on the books of the Museum. 

Accounts receivable were evidenced as to total by trial balance of the indi- 
vidual accounts, but we did not correspond with the recorded debtors. 

Supplies inventory, as stated, was taken and priced under the direction of 
the management, and certified to us by an official of the Museum. 

Provision has been made in the accompanying balance sheet for all ascer- 
tained liabilities of the Museum at December 31, 1930, for operating expenses, 
etc., disclosed by the records examined and information obtained by us. It 
should be noted, however, that no provision has been made for possible 
obligations for the purchase of art works, etc., payable from endowment and 
special funds.
